City, but in 1896 he built a palat­ 
i a l country home which he can ­ 
ned

Carolina— and 
¡here, on every possible occasion 
th at offerrd an excuse, Don Luis 
Rpthered together the families of 
his four sons and eight daugh- 
j ters. It was not at all unusual 
for the Sunday table to be set 
I for 
100 
persons

! days as many as 2 0 0 dined in the 
¡great banquet hall. The kitchen, 
I it was said, customarily handled 
I at least 
two fat 
steers 
every 
week, sometimes more. O n e w ing 
of the palace held a big nursery 
for the convenience of the many 
Terrazas grandchildren, and the 
hacienda's bakery was of a size 
that would supply a small town. 
The old Don believed in giving 
his children and his greatgrand­ 
children

portunity. 
preferring 
American 
Schools, and as each became old 
enough 
for the college 
or 
the 
t onvent. he sent them across the 
border into the States, more of­ 
ten than not in a private Pull­ 
man. 
But General Terrazas himself 
spent most of his ow n time on I 
the ranges. He traveled from one | 
hacienda to another in a special 
coach drawn by eight solid white 
mules; and at roundup time. D on 
Luis was always up at 5 in the 
morning nr.d riding out at the 
head of the 100 to 2 0 0 vaqueros 
participating

days testify th at Don Luis—even

Payroll during the year totals $180,584—paid to 86 different employees. Of this number, som e 


71 were considered as regular members—and 19 other persons received checks for part-time 


employment. 


The annual budget for the Comanche Public School System exceeds $27;>,000. 


There are 47 teachers and administrators in the Comanche Public School System. 


The school system operates 14 school busses. 


The physical plant of the Comanche Public School System is recognized as one of the finest, 


for a town comparable in size in this section. 


Replacements on buildings would run near the $750,000 mark. The Comanche High School Build­ 


ing is valued at $300,000; the Gymnasium at $75,000; the Homemaking Cottage at $50,000; the 


Rand Hall and Agriculture Buildings at $18,0)0; the Athletic Stadium and Field House at 


$18,000; the Ward School Building and Ward School Lunchroom at $106,000; and three Gram­ 


mar School Buildings at $106,000. 


Total enrollment during the 1953-54 school term has now totaled 1,104 students—with an ac­ 


tual attendance on February 21 of 1,031 students. Of this number, 320 are enrolled in High 


School—showing a drop of only 12 students from the highest enrollment of this school year, 


last September. 


Comanche Public Schools operate three modem lunchrooms, where good hot meals are served 


to the four lower grades at 20c each—and to the upper eight grades at 25c per meal.
